administration of said composition; 

wherein said plant oil product is a food additive for

desquamation, skin subjected to actinic radiation, or skin 
subjected to UV radiation. 

89. (new) The method of claim 88 wherein said 
composition is a food composition for humans and/or animals 
and the plant oil product is present in the food composition 
in a proportion of between about 0.1% and about 20% by weight 
relative to the total weight of the food composition. 
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
